30. Tho bomb contained at least twelve 
pounds of dynamite and completely 
wrecked tho e»tabllshmont. Ten per- 
sons wore Hortously injured and M. 
Very probably will die. 


The explosion occurred when the 


wine shop was half full of guests and 
an nearly at can be learned the bomb 
WUH pluciul just within the outside 
door of the cm ridor and at the door 
lending from the corridor into the wine 
room.

Half of the front of the wine shop was 


blown out, the stairs of tho lower two 
stories were smashed to splinters and 
not a door or window in the house was 
left whole. The floor in the corridor 
wtis blown nwny, the chandelier was 
twisted und hurled into u corner and 
where the ceiling ami walls wero not 
split the plaster was taken off as if 
hcruptul with a knife. 


The buildings on each side of the 


wine shop were damaged from top to 
bottom 
Half of the furniture was 


broken und all the gluas in them was 
nh at to rod. 


The whole block around the wine 


nhup was rocked by tho explosion, and 
the walls were started so that they 
cracked or bulged. 


The neighborhood is thickly popu- 


lated, and flvu minutes after the explo- 
sion the street was crowded with fright- 
ened men und women. An extra force 
of police was summoned and an effort 
was made to Induce the people to re* 
turn so their rooms. The effort was 
fruitless for some time, and women and 
children blocked the sidewalks, crying 
and wringing their hands. Later men 
began carrying out their*most valuable 
possessions and prepared to move their 
families to other parts of the city. 


Much of the patronage of the wine 


shop was local, and families in the 
nvIghnrhorxL fear that Rftvachol'sfriends 
have marked It for destruction as a 
warning to the magistrate and the w4fr- 
nosscs at the trial to-day. Police are 
watching tho shop and making house 
to house inquiries along the boulevard 
in the hope of getting a clue to the per- 
petrator of the deed. 


M. Very had bcon hurt beyond giving 


Information to throw light on the out- 
rage, but a waiter who wan taken with 
him to the hospital says that his mas- 
ter has received no fewar than fifty or 
sixty threatening letters from anarch- 
ists ninoo llavuohol was arrested. One 
of them, found by the police in M. 
Very's desk at the roar of the shop read:

Yesterday morning he received a 
letter warning him that ho would not 
live to testify against Ravachol and 
that tho following twenty-four hours 
would be his last. 


The rumor is abroad that an attempt 


will be made to assassinate Mr. Ques- 
nay do Iloaurepalre, the prosecutor gen- 
eral, on his way to court to-day.

M. Dre.sch, who, accompanied oy an 01- 
flclal and two policemen went to the 
restaurant. When they tried to arrest 
Ravachol, there was a severe struggle. 
The policemen's coats were torn off 
their backs, and they might have had 
to let go their hold hod not three per- 
sons come in to their help. M, Dresch, 
disengaged, then took out his revolver 
and threatened to shoot the prisoner if 
he tried to escape. At the station he 
gave a violent jerk and made for the door, 
but was brought back. He then rolled on 
the ground and kicked viciously, but 
was at length pinioned after a desper- 
ate struggle with 100 policemen, in 
which ho was rather severely handled. 
On him wero found & loaded revolver, 
six cartridges and a sword stick. 


Subsequently he acknowledged his 


Identity. His trial will begin at the 
Seine assizes to-day, April 20.

Edwin Walker spoke of the legal 


aspects of the case, and then gave the 
precedent established by the govern- 
ment in giving assistance to the Phila- 
delphia centennial. This, he said, was 
legal and could be followed in this case. 


Mr. Little a member of the commit- 


tee, asked about the responsibility for 
enlarging the scope of the exposition. 


Messrs. Oage and Walker replied by 


telling him the commission had enlarged 
the original scope.

Mr. Walker said had the committee 


done less it would be subject to criti- 
cism, for enlargement, he said, was 
essential. 
Mr. Walker spoke briefly, 


claiming that if the goverment failed 
to appropriate money for the fair it 
would by its refusal bring discredit 
upon itself. 


Gen. St. Clair closed the hearing with 


a short address, indorsing the remarks 
of those who spoke before him. 


the N«w Chinese Bill. 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—The new Chi- 


nese bill, as it passed the senate yester- 
day and as it now goes to the house for 
concurrence enacts as follows: 


That all IBWB now In force prohibiting and 


regulattug tho coming to this country of Chi- 
nese persons and persons of Chinoso descent 
are hereby continued In force f or n period of ton 
years from the passage of this act 


SEC. n. That any Chinese person or per 


son of Chinese descent, convicted tmd adjudged 
under any of said laws to be not lawfully en- 
titled to bo or remain in tho United States shall 
be removed from tho United States to China, 
unless ho or they shall make It appear to thu 
justice, judge or commissioner before whom ho 
or they aro tried, that ho or they are subjects or 
citizens of some other country, In which case 
bo or they shall bo removed from tho United 
States t<i snch country; Provided, that in any 
caao whore such other country of which snch 
Chinese persons shall claim to bo a citizen or 
subject shall demand any tax us a condition of 
tho removal if any such person to that counti y, 
ho or they shall be removed to China. 


SBC. m. That any Chinese peivon or person 


of Chinese decent, arrested under the provis- 
ions of this act shall bo adjudged to be unlaw- 
fully within tho United States, unless such per- 
son shall establish by affirmative proof to tho 
satisfaction of such justice, judge or commis- 
sioner, his lawf ul right to remain or bo in tho 
United States. 


SEC. iv. That any such Chinese person or pur- 


sons of Chinese descent, once convicted and ad- 
judged to be not lawfully entitled to bo or re- 
main in tho United States, and having been 
once removed from tho United States fa pursu- 
ance of such conviction, who shall bo subse- 
quently convicted of a like offence, shall bo 
imprisoned at hard labor for ft period of not 
exceeding six months and thereafter removed 
from tho United Statos aa hereinbefore pro- 
vided.

BERLIN, April 20.—Later accounts of

Poninsky and the tragic fate of the

and other weapons and pursued the 
lugitives.

The men took refuge in the Symborse 


forest, where they were soon sur- 
rounded. One of them was shot and 


lled by a peasant. The other three, 


fearing1 that they would share their 
comrade's fate if they continued to resist 
capture, and that they would be lynched 
if taken, ended their lives by suicide. 
The peasants, angry at being cheated 
of their prey, mutilated the dead bodies 
in a frightful manner. The four vic- 
tims were undoubtedly outlaws, but 
there is great doubt that they were the 
assailants of Dr. Poninsky.

THB NEXT CONGRESSMAN. 


Hon. B. F. Funk, the Worthy Son 


of Sturdy Pioneer Ancestors— 


His Early Struggles and 


Honorable Career. 


Air. Hon. Benjamin Franklin Funk, 


who was to-day Dominated (or oongreeg 
by the Republicans ot the Fourteenth 
District, belongs to one of the pioneer 
families of southwestern McLean county. 
Hie father, Hon. Isaac Funk, settled on 
the spot where bis son Benjamin woe 
subsequently born at a time when the 
present territory of McLean was embraced 
in the same county with that which now 
composes Oook. The father Isaac Funk, 
was a member of the senate of this etate 
back in the stormy days of the civil war. 
He it was who early in 1863, when his 
patience became exhausted by the dis- 
loyal daUyings of perhaps the worst 
General Assembly Illinois ever had, aroeo 
and illustrated the vigor ot the Aaglo- 
Saion tongue by a denunciation of the 
anti-war members as vigorous as any- 
thing to be found in the English language. 
That speech made "Honest Farmer Funk" 
a famous man. 
It awoke the echoes of 


patriotism and loyalty from shore to 
shore ot the great republic, and the 
speech is an imperishable part of the 
patriotic literature of our great state. 


IJSBO Funk's son, Benjamin Franklin, 


the subject of this sketch, was bocn in 
Funk's Grove township, McLean county. 
He is now a little over 50 years of age • 
His early life was that ot the ordinary 
farmer boy in a new country. Isaac 
Funk the headot the family, was n man 
ot extraordinary energy, both physical 
and mental. He early foresaw the possi- 
bilities of this new country. His busi- 
ness plans were broad and comprehen- 
sive, and he had the ability to carry out 
large plans in practice. Hia children 
were therefore brought up in an atmos- 
phere ot push and enterprise. Ben Funk 
was not trained in a school of small ideas.

Information 


comes from Fayette, Mo., that on last 
Friday three negroes, one ot them a wo- 
man, were Bold into slavery for eiity 
days, and that the colored people insist 
that this must stop unless the same law 
is applied to white vagrants. This is 
certainly a reasonable demand and no 
more than is guaranteed by the constitu- 
tion of the United States prohibiting 
discrimination on account of race or 
color. There is not, perhaps, a town or 
city in Missouri where there are not 
white men who have no "visible means ot 
support." Why cot apply the law to 
them? In Decatur there are a number 
of white men who not only have no 
"visible means of support" but whose 
invisible means ol' support consist Jn 
running a gambling; room at night, and 
when arrested, convicted and jailed, 
schedule out under the pauper act by 
making affidavit that they have no prop- 
erty or means to pay the fine. Although 
they "toil not, neither do they spin," yet 
Solomon in all his glory was not more 
fashionably arrayed than these genteel 
vagrants. Why not sell them on the 
blook to the highest bidder? I do cot 
know of an Afro-American man or wo- 
man in Decntur who does not work occa- 
sionally, bnt there are a number ot 
Anglo-Saxons who need looking after.

H. W, MoorehouM, chief surgeon ot tbe 
Wabash railroad, with a view o.' locating 
a dispensary here if suitable quarters 
oan be found. The second floor over 
Finn & Delahunty's on East Eldorado 
street 19 spoken of as the probable quar- 
ters for such on institution. 
The chief 


surgeon waa accompanied by Dr. M. P. 
Brennon, who is at present in charge of 
the Wabash hospital at Moberly, Mo., 
and who will b» plaiied in charge of tbe 
new dispensary when it ia located in De- 
oatur and to tho management of which 
he will OBVot 
1) his entire time. The 


large number of rniployrs wbioh the 
Wabnsh bus at tbia point makes this 
more necessary. At the dispensary the 
employes oan call and get a prescrip- 
tion and have it Oiled out without going 
to Springfield, as is now the case. 
The medical service and medicines will 
bo furnished without charge to tbe men. 
The hospital fund of tbe railroad is suffi- 
cient to sustain the dispensaries of the 
company in addition to the hospitals. 
From the wages of each employe a cer- 
tain sum for the hospibal fund is taken 
every month. A man who gets $50 a 
month and over gives BO cents. All get- 
ting tinder $50 a month give 3E cents. 
This provides tor every employe tha beat 
of medical attendance when sick or in- 
jured, and all the care that can be given 
them. All railroad employes get even 
better attention in the hospitals that 
they can nt home. This is n commend* 
able more on the part ot the Wabasb. It 
is probable that the new deepensary 
will not be started before sixty days.
